The chances of getting appProval 
for the project also appear to be 
brighter not only because HRC is 
supporting it bnut because George 
Chinn has gone on record as 和 ving 
his qualified approval of the need 
for such a project ( 卫 /W June 27， 
Oct. 31). 

Ultimately，the last major ob- 
stacle facing the youth project is 
the mayer's approval. Dean Macris， 
director of the Mayor's Communi- 
ty Development Office, defended 
the mayor'"s delay in approving the 
Proposal. The mayor, Macris point- 
ed_out，is interested .in making 
sure that the“program makes the 
right impact at the right Place” 
and that the`、“project has the 
Proper backing of enough people.” 

“The mayor also wants to make 
sure the project doesn't polarize 
the _ community,” remarked Sue 
Scarpuella.“The mayor hopes the 
proposal womn't start a new bu- 
Treatucracy。 了 He hopes instead the 


program will dispel the- fear of 
existing youth service orgamniza- 
tions in working with the foreigm- 
born youth.” 

TOO LATE 

There is already a feeling in some 
quarters of the community that 
the youth projectmay just be “too 
little”and““too late.”The junior 
high school club component of 
the proposal，for example，was 
written Up with the exXpectation 
that the Program might have Start- 
ed up last summer. As Quailand 
Tom,. one of the initiators of the 
original June proposal, comments， 
“Since the proposal was passed in 
May by the Board，I have been 
constantly asking the mayor to ap- 
propriate the funds to start the 
Program。 Right now，the mayor 
can do what he wants!” Cnutting 
the funds any further would be “a 
mijstake”he adqded. 

Mason Wong，director of the 
Youth Services Center，Was eVen 
more goomy. “The youth pro- 
gram won't work 一 there are only 
a few months left ”he lamented. 


The program，he added, never got ， 


off the ground because it never re- 
ceived“full commumnity support” 
and because “certain individuals 
are Using the project to enhance 
their own reputations.”He does 
believe，however，that the youth 
program, 让 fanded，will construc- 
tively show the foreign-born 
youths that they can acquire Use- 
ful political knowledge from this 
proposal writing and use that 
knowledge to apply for govern- 
ment funds in the future.

The -only local Chinatown re- 
porter working with a major tele- 
vision station, Chris Chow, was fired 
by Bil Hillier，KPIX Program Di- 
rector，October 18. 

No reasons wete given in the letter 
of termination, only that the station 
Was“exercising oUFr option to termi- 
hate YOUF personal serVices.” 

When asked for a statement of 
catse，James Van Messel， 玉 PIX 
News Director, replied that he had 
和 ven Chow his word that he “would 
hot say anything to anyone about 
the matter.”The one exception Wi 
be the American Federation of Tele- 
Vision and Radio Artists，who have 
demanded 3a written explanation 
from the station on Chow's behalf. 

Chinese Media Committee has 
also Written a letter to George Res- 
ing,， General Manager，asking what 
the station was doing“to replace 
Chris with someone who has the 
expetience, insight and know-how to 
deal with the ethnic communities im 
the Bay Area.” 

In an interview with 下 ast[Test 
Chow stated that disagreement with 
KPIX management over his style of 
news _ reporting began Several 
months ago. “They thought my 
newswriting dull and unimag- 
inative,”he said. Also, they wanted 
more “stand-ups” 3a reporters 
appearance on the scene，which 
Chow strongly disagreed with，

courthouse giving a horse to the 
mounted batrol. Other stations had 
treated the news item as a short, but 
Chow was assigned to do a full fea- 
ture, including a stand-Up. He did 
the story but not the stand-up and 
“caught hell” from management- 

On the weekend shift for the last 
year，Chow complained that he had 
been covering evety ethnic parade，, 
cat and dog show, fund-raiser，Fib- 
bonz=cutting，2-3 alarm fires，after- 
math murders,， and attempted rob- 
beries until he has become a special- 
ist at making something out of 
nothing.“And still they complain 让 
isn' interesting,””he added. 

CHow also complained that news 
management，George Resing，Cen- 
eral Manager, and James Van Mes- 
sel， News Director，were too inter- 
ested in “merchandising the most 
personable products”and that they 
lacked leadership and receptivity 阳 
assigning important stories and in 
accepting ideas from reporters. 

“Ratings show that 久 PIX'S popu- 
larity level is dropping,”Chow said， 
“People are tuning out.”He attrib- 
uted the low rating to the Upheaval 
in the station caused by neW 
management and their“show biz 
approach to news reporting. As a re- 
sult，good reporters such as Rollin 
Post and Frank Gorin are leaving 
the station. 

“It's not a shame to be fired by- 
KPIX. Word is spreading that good 
people are leaving KPIX and what

DELAYS IN KCO EDUCATION 3ERIEY 
DISTURB CHINESE NAEDIA CONNITTEE

Delays in negotiations with 
KGO-TV (Channel 7) for a pro- 
posed five-part Cantonese language 
series have exhausted the patience 
of the project director of the Chi- 
neseMediaCommittee,Henry Der. 

Der feels the Media Committee 
is being“tossed around”by GO 
management ducking a commit- 
ment dating back to a September 

_ 16 letter to the commrmittee from 
the then general manager of 玉 GO， 
Don Curran. 

In the letter Curran stated the 
station's wish to produce five half- 
hour education programs in Can- 
tonese，and, 让 the first five were 
Successful, five Imore prograrms. 

The project lay dormant until 
July of this year，when 玉 GO pro- 
gram director Tom Rose，execu- 
tive producer John Petrie and pub- 
lic affairs director Sonny Buxton 
met with the committee and asked 
-them to solicit prograrm ideas fom 
the Chinese community. 

Five agencies were Contacted: 
Chinese Newcomers Service，Self- 
Help for the Elderly，Chinatown 
Legal Aid，the Chinatown. Child 

' Development ee and Family 
Planning-

the five agencies Were Prepared 
and the media 印 oup submitted 
them to KGO on August 21. Ac- 
cording to Der, KGO liked the for- 
mat and asked the committee to 
work out abudget. 

A five-show，4$$3193,20 budget 
Was presented to GO on Septem- 
ber 4.“We did our homework，” 
says Der, ”and this budget doesn't 
even include the services donated 
by the Media Committee below 
the line.” 

After the ER was submitted， 
Derbegan encountering difficulties 
in contacting Rose, Petrie or 人 GO 
general manager Russ Coglin. Der， 
in particular，wanted to meet di- 
rectly with Coglin，a step Buxton 
thought was not necessary，since 
the program was under his juris- 
diction as public affairs director. 
再 owever，a meeting has been 3T- 
ranged for the middle of this 
Imonth between the committee and 
KGOimanagement, including Rose， 
Buxton and Coglin. 

CIRCUMSTANCES 
Rose js sorry there have been 
delays, but he cites several extenu- 
ating circumstances that Precipi- 
tated them。 He was jl recently， 
and executive. prfoducer Jobhn Pe- 
trie left KGO to go toajob in an- 
other station a few weeks ago. 


Neither Rose nor Buxton feels 
久 GO is bound to .any commit- 
ment. “We feel the need to Pro- 
Vide aserVice to the Chinese-sSpeak- 
ing community,”says Rose，butI 
can't say there is a definite com- 
mitment to five half-hour shows. 
It could turn out to be two half- 
hour specials. We still want to ne- 
gotiate 

Buxton informed Der that he is 
not ,happy with the budget. He 
cites 3a SeVen-part coOnsumer series 
produced at a cost of about $500. 
He feels the-$3000-plus budget is 
“way ,out of line”for a locally 
produced education series. 

“They -must be comparing us 
with the education budgets of 
network-produced shows by CBS 
or NBC,” says Buxton. He feels 
the budget should be trimmed in 
the area of compensation to com- 
munity people who should forfeit 
pay with the understanding that 让 
is their agencies who would bene- 
fit. 

OUT OF LINE 

Over $80,000 was spent by 玉 GO 
on the play “Chinatown Our 
Home，” an expense that BuUxton 
feels was out of line. He admits 
that increased ratings at 7 mean

I am quite disturbed about a re- 
cent remark made by a spokesman 
for the Berkeley Police Depart- 
ment quoted in the Monday，Oc- 
tober 29, 1973, edition of the San 
Francisco _ Chronicle. The article 
referred to the tragic death of a 
Chinese youth at a benefit dance 
given on the Berkeley campus. Ihe 
spokesman remarked that Chinese 
suspected. of crimes will leave the 
country by boat at the first opPpor- 
tunity，which implies that the re- 
cent rise of juvenile .delinquency 
in the Chinese community is due 
to the large number of recent im- 
migrants. There is some truth to 
the statement that many of the 
youths, who have immigrant back- 
grounds, run into the juvenile jus- 
tice System，but this- can also be 
applied to Chinese youths who are 
born in America. 

The immigrant youths were not 
juvenile delinhquents before they 
came to America, but became one 
after they came to Amsarica，ile. 
they are products of America. If it 
is the feeling of the police that 
most of the“troublemakers”” can 
be eliminated by sending them 
back on the boats, then the answer 
to America's- crime problems is to 
send every prisoner back to where 
they came from. TI do not believe 
that the Berkeley police force as a 
whole maintains this outlook.

CONEFLICTS 

These experiences and practices 
re-emphasize the conflicting inter- 
ests of the media and the public it is 
licensed to serfve. The interest of the 
media is to expend as little money as 
possible for community program- 
ming, while exbloiting the people 识 
the community in order to maintain 
their licenses to operate a public 
outlet. 

The public should be aware of 
this fact: stations need public 
approval of programming and 这 
individuals and organizations com- 
Plain to the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission (1919  M 
Street，Washington，D.C，20554)， 
the stations will have to _ respond. 

We shouldn't have to ask for 
“charity” programs，employment， 
and services 人 fom_ licensed media 
outlets。，Good media services are 
everybody's right.

Rolland Lowe comments 
on UBAC distribution 


United Bay Area Crusade 
(UBAC)，local fund-raiser with the 
pitch that everyone should contrib- 
ute his or her fair share, recently an- 
hounced the distribution of over 913 
million to 97 organizations. Chinese 
Newcomers Setvice Center received 
3$5S2,000 and Chinatown Community 
Children's Center，3$24,809. 

Dr. Rolland Lowe，a member of 
theUBAC Board of Trustees, Board 
of Directors，and the only Asian 
American and physician on the 
Admissions and Allocation Com- 
mjittee，was asked 让 he felt China- 
town had received its fair share. 

Lowe answered that Chinatown 
could not demand its fair share for 
two reasons. First of all，UBAC 


doesn't have enough money to give 
more to agencies. In the last two 
years，UBAC has taken on 30 new 
agencies with no increase in funds 
raised. Secondly，city-wide agencies 
such as 9Salvation Army and the 
American Red Cross，who receive 
sizeable _ amounts from  UBAC， 
claim they serve all communities， 
including Chinatown. 

Lowe feels that Chinatown should 
pressture city-wide UBAC support 
agencies to better serve Chinatown. 
Presently, Bob Young, new director 
to _ measure the effectiveness of 
UBAC agencies，is working out a 
three-year method of better evalu- 
ation agencies.
